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QUEMOY, MATSU, AND COMMUNIST AGGRESSION 


In the New York Times of Sunday, November 9, 1958, Hanson W. Baldwin hailed the firm 
stand of the United States on Quemoy and "the offshore islands" as a definite check to Communist 
aggression, 


During the period of Red Chinese threat against Quemoy and Matsu, Admiral Arleigh Burke, 
Chief of Naval Operations, commented, "It has been said that we have picked the wrong line to 
stand on in Quemoy and Matsu. - There never is any right line. There never is a convenient place 
to fight a war when the other man starts it." 


The offshore islands, he said, have assumed an importance far beyond their size because the 
Red Chinese selected them for a psychological and military onslaught against the Free World, 


He declared, "They want to...prove that the United States either will not support an ally, 
or that we cannot support (that ally)...and that we are afraid to." 


Far more than many others, Admiral Burke has underscored the basic fact that military ag- 
gression is only a part of total Communist aggression. 


Red Aim To Break Will To Resist 


The primary aim of Communist aggression is to break the will of people to oppose Communist 
advance. This kind of attack is cara out by agitation and propaganda, by threats of military 


attack, by demonstrations, mass rallies and riots. 


The single aim of all these devices is to break the enemy's will. Once the enemy's will is 
broken, Communists easily pick up the pieces. 


How then does the war of nerves against Quemoy and Matsu affect the security of the United 
States? Analysts in Washington agree with Admiral Burke. 


If the Communists can make the United States back down, if they can prove to small, defense- 
less Asian, African and even European countries that the United States won't or can't defend them, 
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their will to resist Communist advance will crumble. Once Asia, Africa, Latin America and Europe 
yield to Communist power tactics, the U.S, stands as an island alone in a hostile world. 


U.S. Stand Is Vital 


The American stand on Quemoy and Matsu becomes a signal to the world of American deter- 
mination and ability to defend a Free World in which too many are fearful for their own skins, 
worried about their own futures, ready to sacrifice freedom for the illusion of a few years of peace. 


Such people - such as those in the Labor Party in Britain who recently voted for a neutralist 
policy - are looking for even the smallest excuse to take their countries out of the Western Alliance 
and thus, unwittingly, weaken the cause of freedom, the security of their own country, and that of 
the United States. 


Quemoy and Matsu are merely symbols in todays struggle of freedom against tyranny. The 
issues surrounding them indicate the depth of the struggle that is going on in men's minds to even 
comprehend the full nature of the Communist totalitarian threat to civilization. 


U.S. REDS' ATTACKS ON BUSINESS TO GROW IN 1961 


Communist encouraged and directed attacks against U.S. business and against current U.S, 
foreign policies are going to increase in 1961. This is the word the U.S. Party's "tough guy" - 
Secretary General Gus Hall - is spreading among his comrades. 


The aim is to tie in with Moscow's efforts to force the U,S, to retreat before the advances of 
International Communism. Here's the question U.S, Reds face, says Gus Hall: "Is it possible to 
force U.S. imperialism to retreat while at the same time preventing it from provoking or precipi- 
tating an armed conflict?" 


Writing in world Communism's most authoritative publication, “World Marxist Review" 
(Sept. 1960), Hall answers: "The outlook for a retreat by U.S. imperialism is a realistic one. This 
cannot be achieved without mass actions, but it can be achieved without war. Hence, it follows 
that war is, indeed, no longer an inevitability." 


Demonstrations, Peace Rallies, and Riots 

The mass actions Hall foresees are demonstrations, strikes, student riots, peace marches, and 
mass rallies attacking U.S. business and U.S. foreign policies. Along with mass actions will go 
agitation and propaganda along these lines. Communists will .... 


1. Promote charges that "U.S, capitalism is the root-source" of all U.S. and world troubles, 
a campaign to include attacks on profits, alleged high prices for products, the alleged inability of 
U.S. industry to grow fast enough to maintain full employment, the alleged desire of big business to 
destroy the gains of the working class. 


2. Promote the concept that neither Republicans nor Democrats can meet the real needs of the 
American people, claim that a third party based upon a poor farmer=worker coalition is needed. 


3. Step up agitation for U.S. withdrawal from overseas bases as a way to reduce taxes, im- 
prove relations with other countries, and “bring the boys back home." 


How Will Campaign Pay Off? 


Why does Gus Hall think this campaign will pay off for the Communists in 1961? He gives 
three plausible reasons: 


First, he says that the outposts of the Free World are beginning to crumble. He points to 
South Korea, Turkey, Japan and Cuba. 


Second, he sees the rising power of the Communist bloc outside the U.S. and the growing 
"struggles of the anti-imperialist and peace movements" inside the U.S. working together to force 
a retreat from military positions now held abroad. 


Third, he notes U.S. industry's capacity to produce more than the U.S. can consume on one 
hand, and a shrinking market caused by aggressive Communists economic and political moves on 
the other. 


As U.S. industry fails before attacks depriving it of markets abroad and undermining public 
confidence in it at home, he expects U.S. businesses to "shift the burden on the backs of the work- 
ing class and the people." 


In this development, Hall sees the makings for sharper class conflict in the U.S. and a bigger 
role for Communist Party leadership of the "downtrodden masses." Says Hall, this trend so far "has 
greatly sharpened up class antagonism and has stepped up the mood of struggle against monopoly 
domination in all sectors of the population." 


Overall Strategy Clear 


Looking beyond these details, we can see the overall strategy Moscow is shaping up toward 
the United States. It has two parts. 


One is to convince the people of the world and of the U.S. that progress toward peace is 
blocked by the policies of a group of “monopoly forces entrenched in the economic, political life, 
in the military and in the government." 


The other is to convince people of the U.S. and the world that by working together in an 
anti-monopoly, anti-imperialist united front, the people can force the "monopoly forces" to retreat. 
The goal, they say, will be a victory of the people against the "monopoly forces" followed by 
peace, prosperity and progress. 


"As has happened on a world scale," says Hall, "the balance of weight between these forces 
will tip to the side of the people and against the forces of imperialism and war." As the self- 
proclaimed leaders of the "people," the Communists stand to gain from every retreat, no matter how 
small, of the forces of the Free World. 


Of this we can be sure. The struggle between Communism and freedom is going to be stepped 
up in coming months. Many well-meaning people may be duped into fighting on the Communist 
side. This is what Communists are planning on, for alone they do not have the power. 


Power In Influencing Others 


Their power comes from an ability to arrange events, and excite people with false hopes, 
deceptive agitation and propaganda to fight for the causes which advance Communist power. 


The job of religious, fraternal, civic, women's, youth, and veterans’ organizations is clear 
in the months ahead. That job is to make sure all their members are fully aware of what the Com- 
munists are doing, and to offer guidance in combatting the Communist strategy. 


Observers in Washington today more than ever before are convinced that strengthening the 
free institutions - economic and political - which have made America great is essential both to 
defending American freedom and to extending that freedom to other people of the world. 








SUPREME COURT TO DECIDE IF COMMUNIST PARTY MUST REGISTER 


There's been a slowdown in the nation's fight to force the Communist Party, USA, to register 
as a Communist action organization, or, in other words, as a foreign agent for the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union. 


For ten years a little-known battle has been raging over this one issue. Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars have been spent. Millions of words of testimony and argument have been recorded. 


With all this effort and expense federal authorities have yet to make the provisions of the 
Internal Security Act of 1950 stick. This act established the Subversive Activities Control Board 
and gave it the job of determining whether the Communist Party, USA, is a Communist action 
organization, If so, under provisions of the Act the Party would have to register with the Federal 
Government. 


The Act defines a Communist action organization and declares three actions to be unlawful. 
They are: (1) for any person to agree with another person to contribute to the establishment in this 
country of a totalitarian dictatorship controlled by a foreign organization (except by Constitutional 
amendment); (2) for an officer or employee of the United States to communicate to any agent of a 
foreign government or of any Communist organization any information classified as affecting the 
security of this country; and (3) for any foreign or Communist agent to receive such information. 


The Act then contains certain prohibitions relating to members of organizations registered 
under the Act; it requires the registration of Communist action and Communist front organizations, 


and requires annual reports from such organizations, and registration of members of Communist 
action organizations. 


Aim To Expose True Nature OFG.P. 


The Act was passed as a measure to expose the true nature of the Communist Party, as work- 
ing to establish in the U.S. a dictatorship directed from Moscow. Its purpose also was to show 
that Communist front organizations - with which many non-Communists become involved - are set 
up deliberately to further Communist aims of conquering and controlling the United States. 


The Act went on to set up eight considerations upon which one can determine whether an 
organization is a Communist action organization or not, They are: 


1. Its activities are performed pursuant to directives or to effect policies of the foreign 
government or organization in which is vested control of the world Communist movement; 


2. Its policies do not deviate from those of such foreign organization; 
3. It receives financial or other aid from such foreign organization; 


4, It sends representatives to a foreign country for instruction in the policies or tactics of the 
world Communist movement; 


5. It reports to such foreign organization; 
6. Its leaders are subject to the disciplinary power of such foreign organization; 
7. \t operates on a secret basis for the purpose of concealing foreign dominations; and 


8. Its leaders consider allegiance to the United States subordinate to obligations to such a 
foreign organization, 


Exhaustive Hearings Held 


During the three year period from 1951 to 1953 the Subversive Activities Control Board held 
exhaustive hearings. At the end of this period the SACB ruled that the Communist Party, USA, was 
and is a Communist action organization, Under the Act, the Party must register itself and its mem- 
bers, make annual reports, disclose its financial sources and how monies are spent. 


The Communist Party immediately took to the courts. In December 1954 the United States 
Court of Appeals upheld the Constitutionality of the Internal Security Act of 1950. Later the Su- 
preme Court found fault with some of the evidence given during the SACB hearings and returned 
the case to the SACB for further action. 


Meantime, the Communist Party launched a campaign to mould public opinion against the 
SACB and the Internal Security Act of 1950, which it terms "The McCarran Act." They tried to 
convince the public that the Act was a method of "thought control," that it was a danger to Amer- 
ican institutions, that it was aimed at non-Communists as well as at Communists. 


Subsequently, the SACB reviewed the evidence submitted in the first hearings, and ruled 
again that the Communist Party, USA, is a Communist action organization and must register. Right 
now the case has come up again before the U.S, Supreme Court following a ruling by the U.S, 
Court of Appeals that the Act is Constitutional and that the Party must register. 


Biggest Legal Hurdle 


The biggest hurdle to positive action by the U.S. Supreme Court today appears to be the 
feeling that by forcing members of the Party to register the Act would force them to "incriminate 


themselves." This act, they say, goes against the American tradition against forcing anyone to 
incriminate himself by his own testimony. 


The Federal Government, on the other hand, argues that the Supreme Court should judge the 
present case as a mere registration matter and decide the question of individual self-incrimination 
when and if future complaints are raised by individuals affected. 


While these legal debates are going on, the U.S. Communists are stepping up their efforts to 
aid the supreme Party bosses in Moscow in various schemes, including forcing the U.S. to withdraw 
from overseas military bases, supporting the spread of Communism in Cuba and Latin America, and 
attacking both free enterprise and government institutions inside the United States. 


A great deal hangs upon the Supreme Court's decision in this case. Far from being a "danger 
to our institutions," asthe Communists claim, the Internal Security Act of 1950 is a bulwark against 
Communist efforts to destroy free institutions and free government. 


Aside from the legal niceties involved, if the Supreme Court decides in favor of the Com- 
munist arguments, we can expect to experience vigorous attempts to expand Party membership, and 


to step up attacks against private property, free enterprise, and free political institutions in the 
Party's history. 


COMMUNISTS PUSH AHEAD IN GREECE 


One might say that Greece is our firm ally. She has a tradition of over 2,000 years of devo- 
tion to freedom. It was from Greece that our modern concept of individual political freedom came. 


But Communists are not overawed by any of these facts. Their aim is to persuade the people of 
Greece to break their alliance with the Free World and tie in with Moscow. 


You may ask how they hope to do this. In the answer is the secret to much of Communist suc- 
cess in countries all over the Free World.

The first thing they do, as S. Andoniadis describes their activities in “World Marxist Review" 
(Sept. 1960), is to arouse peoples’ fear of countries in "the aggressive NATO bloc." 





Excites Fear, Concern Over Money, And Pride 


Communist agitators excite fear in people over the visits of West Germans and Americans to 
"inspect military units and installations." They accuse the Greek Government of aligning itself 
with "the worst enemies of peace" and of rejecting "all proposals made by the socialist countries for 
peaceful and friendly discussion... for making the Balkans a zone of peace." 


Then, they work on the Greek's pocket nerve. They put out stories and speeches to the effect 
that the Greek economy is stagnating because it is tied to the U.S. economy. They claim that 
working conditions for Greek workers is deteriorating. 


They accuse the "growing burden of military expenditure" of "strangling the national econ- 
omy, making it impossible to reconstruct industry and agriculture." 


Communist agitation plays on national pride, too. It accuses the Government of "going out 
of its way to comply with the insolent demands of foreign companies, while rejecting equally ad- 
vantageous economic relations with the socialist countries" which, they say, "would infuse new life 
into the economy as a whole." 


On the other hand they urge Greece to reconstruct its economy on the Communist pattern by 
building its own heavy industry, increasing trade and economic relations with the Communist bloc. 


They charge that the Government's policy is an “anti-national" policy, and encourage strikes, 
elections of militant leaders, protest rallies, and more cultural and trade contacts with the East. 


Call For A Government On The Russian Pattern 


Communists cry for replacing the present Government "by a democratic government which 
will carry out a policy of detente, peace and democratic normalization" and seek to form a united 
front of Left and Right forces to achieve this end. 


Communists make some headway with this kind of campaign among non-Communists, even 
among doctors, lawyers, students, and businessmen. It is they, plus the workers and peasants in 
the ranks, which make up the force Communists expect to use to crush freedom in Greece, and to 
sever Greek ties with the Free World. 


The Greek Communist Party admits its goal when S. Andoniadis writes that it unanimously 
approved the Bucharest Communique of the Communist and Workers' Parties. In most direct terms 
this communique lays out the plans by which Communists expect to conquer one free country after 
another from within and without risking a nuclear world war. 


That which is taking place inGreece should give American fraternal, veterans', women's, 
church, and youth organizations reason to ask themselves two vital questions: What will happen to 
the world if we do nothing about such insidious campaigns by the Communists? What can we do 
now and in the future to make sure the Communists will fail? 


MEET THE NEW AFRICAN PERSONALITY 


A new term = "The African Personality" - is sweeping across Africa. Ghana's President 
Kwame Nkrumah talks about it. Millions of Africans feel it. And it presents an almost insurmount- 
able challenge to the West. 


For the first time in centuries Africans are running their own affairs, doing things the way 
they want to do them. The result is a blending of ancient traditions with modern materialism and 
the appearance of democratic government. 


A real deep look at what is happening in Africa comes as a shock to most Americans. For 
many if not all new African countries are swinging to one-man rule, common ownership of the 
land, and socialism, 


Shirley Graham - the wife of Dr. W.E.B. DuBois - explains in the U.S. Communist Party's 
"Political Affairs" (Sept. 1960) that the "African Personality" Kwame Nkrumah talks about is — 


It expresses itself in slogans such as "Africa for the Africans" - "Whites Go Home" - 
"Positive Neutralism" - "Agrarian Reform." Mouthing these and similar views is the basis of 
Patrice Lumumba's popular appeal in the Congo and the core of Sekou Toure's leadership. 


African Tradition 


The strength of the appeal is not because all Africans have suddenly become Communists. 
Rather it comes from African tradition, in customs and beliefs handed down from Chief to Chief 
and mother to child century after century and dating from times long before the white man knew 
Africa existed. 


What Frederick Engels - the wealthy pal of Karl Marx - knew was that the step from a com- 
munal society to a Communist society is a much smaller one than from a communal society to 
private ownership - free enterprise society. 


Engels saw that on a village level, Russia of his day was largely a communal society. While 
Marx hated and feared Russia, Engels predicted Russia would be the Communists’ first conquest. 
The emerging lands of Africa - especially those where long training in Western culture has been 
absent = are simply reverting to communal patterns. 


The Constitution of Ghana provides for a House of Chiefs. The Chiefs no longer have judi- 
cial rights over the people. Traditionally they are custodians of the land for the people. White 
men brought in the concept of private ownership. As the white man goes, Ghana = and other 
African lands = are reverting to older patterns. 


Communists claim this trend as a forward movement, as in Shirley Graham's words, a trend 
"to return all the land to the people." With this concept, of course, goes the concept of the great 
leader, the "Chosen One" which all others must follow. 


Communism Is Movement Backward 


From a Western point of view this is a movement backward in time. From a Russian Communist 


point of view this is progress, because it is apparent movement away from private ownership toward 
Communism. 


Dealing with emerging states of Africa, whose leaders blend in varying degrees with the 
traditional Africa and with modern materialism, will not be easy for the West. But Africa is be- 
coming the balance of power, at least in the United Nations. 


If Red China is seated in the United Nations next year, it will be votes from the new African 
states that will do it. Thus the task of winning as many African nations as possible to our side, or 
at the least to impartial neutrality, must become a major objective of the most persuasive men and 
women the Free World can produce, 





BIG JOB AHEAD TO KEEP RED CHINA OUT OF U.N. 


Americans figuring the strategy for keeping Red China out of the United Nations in 1961 are 
marking off a wide assortment of countries where a great deal of missionary work is needed. 


The recent UN vote of 42 to 34 for postponing discussion of seating Red China another year 
was the closest in 10 years. Among those voting with the Communist bloc and against the U.S. on 
this issue were Afghanistan, Burma, Cambodia, Ceylon, Denmark, Ethiopia, Finland, India, 
Indonesia, Ireland, Norway, and Sweden. 


Equally important for future planning were the countries which abstained from voting - 22 of 
them - Austria, Cameroon, the Central African Republic, Chad, Congo, Cyprus, Dahomey, Gabon, 
Iceland, Israel, the Ivory Coast, Laos, Libya, Madagascar, Malaya, Niger, Portugal, Saudi Arabia, 
Somalia, Togo, Tunisia and Upper Volta. 


Assuming that we do not lose any of the countries that voted with us this year, there are still 
enough among the abstentions to vote Red China into the UN if they so choose. Obviously our most 
persuasive Americans have their work cut out for them on this important issue.
